Considering the state of art, including the discussion in Dr. Roussel's declaration, it is maintained that one skilled in the art would have 
reasons to question the efficacy of the claimed treatment method. In the absense of a working example or other evidence of the method's 
effectiveness, it is maintained that undue experimentation would be required to practice the invention as claimed.
